THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, ladies and 
gentlemen. Good morning. 

Good start. Well, it looks like our 
front benches are somewhat depleted. Is there anyone 
we are waiting for before we start? 

(No response) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Freidin, are you ready 
towgoe 

MR. FREIDIN: One second, please. 

JOHN E. KENRICK, 
M. MELVIN CRYSTAL, Resumed 
RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MR. FREIDIN: 

Ors eMrmeKenrick7 emystirsti question tis for 
you. On September the 7th, Mr. Williams asked you 
whether expenditures reflect the true value of the 
resource. Maybe I should refer you to the actual 
transcript, sand I sam going =to quote sfrom 575, line 18, 
to page 7576 line 10. The question was: 

"Do expenditures reflect the true value 

of a resource? 

A. No, I don't believe so. Again, 

I believe there are values placed on 

certain resources that are non-economic 


in nature. 
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Q. And yet throughout your testimony you 
have been using expenditures as a measure 
of value; is that not a fair observation? 

A. I have used statements of value where 

I can find them and one of the common 

ways of giving relative values to 

resources!¥isWto, in part, refer tovdirece 
expenditures, if you will. But there is 
an attempt in the report to deal with the 
much less precise values of peace of 
mind. I think there was a piece of my 
evidence, I am sure there was a piece of 
my evidence that talked about the value 
that people place on some of the 
protection objectives the Ministry has.” 

Now, when you made that statement, Mr. 
Kenrick, were the values ascribed to some of the 
protection objectives and to which you were referring 
to, were they economic or non-economic? 

MR. KENRICK: A. The protection 
objectives I was referring to were non-economic. It 
was the value of protecting for the sake of protecting. 

Q. Perhaps you can just describe the 
protection values that are addressed by the Ministry 


which would fall into the category of non-economic? 
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A Serutelemnot einwone, place ein the report, 
it is ‘scattered through tt.) .sThe attempt» in trying to 
describe... 

Q. I don't necessarily have to have you 
refer to something that you put in the report, if you 
can answer the question without reference to the 


report. I was wondering whether you could sort of

describe or give the Board some sense of how protection 


values are addressed by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, and the values I am referring to are the 
values you have just said would fall into the 
non-economic category? 

Aa weihenportions: ofsmywtext:that would 
address that rare and endangered and threatened 
species, the provincial parks program, the discussion 
about protection objectives in that program, the 
discussion about the areas of natural and scientific 
interest. 

The last section in the report where it 
talks about some of the feelings and uses of wildlife 
that are more vicarious, those were all elements of 
trying to demonstrate that there was a value placed on 
it that was non-economic, that was protection value. 

Q. Thank you. Now, before the exchange 


between you and Mr. Williams that I just referred you 
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to, there was a long series of questions as to whether 
your report emphasized utilitarian value of the 
resource or the intrinsic value of the resource. 

In addition, you were asked which was 
more germane to the undertaking, and you answered at 
page 7564 of the transcript: 

"IT am not sure I could agree that either 

one was more germane than the other 

one. I think they are two components, 

both of them important." 

Now, in answering those questions from 
Mr. Williams what do you understand the term 
utilitarian and intrinsic to mean? 

A. Utilitarian, the definition, a value 
put on the resource through the use of it. The other 
part of your question, a value put on a resource 
because of an inherent value of just possessing the 
resource, the resource existing, if you will. 

Q. That later comment then applying to 
what you meant by intrinsic value? 

Aw. Correct: 

O. GaThankeyounttwAgain formiyou -oMre 
Kenrick. You made reference in your evidence to 
put-and-take lakes a number of times. Could you please 


explain what a put-and-take lake is? 
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A. Generally, lakes that are stocked, 
generally not naturally reproducing and the stocks are 
kept up in the lake to satisfy a large demand for 
angling. As an illustration, the town I live in has a 
small lake in the middle of town that generates a great 
many angling opportunities and it is a put-and-take 
lake. 

Of “Thankeyou sa stAdain.fornpyou,; Mr. 
Kenrick. At page 7647 of the transcript for September 
the 8th, Mr. Williams questioned you regarding the 
relationship between timber management planning and 
activities in wildlife management units, and I just 
want to quote to you from 7647 beginning at lines 20 
over on to the next page ending at page -- pardon me, 
at line 4. 

"To your knowledge, in the timber 

management planning process, are the 

activities in this area, the wildlife 

Management units, taken into 

consideration in a reciprocal way? Do 

they both take into account what is going 
on or does the left hand not know what 
the right is doing as far as the 
continuing impact of one upon the other?" 


And you answer: 
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"The left hand does know what the right 

might handvisedomig.. 

And I would ask you, Mr. Kenrick, whether 
you could explain how, at the district level, that 
occurs, 

A. To a large extent through the use of 
planning teams, if a forest -- if a timber management 
plan were being prepared, the members on that planning 
team would be the same staff members that would be 
working with the information that came off the wildlife 
Management unit. 

OF Thank *yvoure 8Mr> Kenrick, do you 
recall a line of questioning and a discussion abgar 
including, as expenditures by tourists, money spent by 
someone who travelled more than 40 kilometres to the 
place where the expenditures actually occurred? 

Do you recall that discussion? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Now, in terms of economic benefit to 
the local economy or to a local economy, for example, 
let's say you have got a bait fish operator in Pembroke 
or Sault Ste. Marie or Kenora, does it make any 
difference whether a dollar comes from 40 kilometres 
away or 400 kilometres away, in your view? 


A. Not to the local economy. The dollar

Kenrick. There was an exchange with Mr. Colborne 
regarding the accuracy of some of the information the 
Ministry has available, and I want to refer you to your 
response at page 7687 of the transcript. Your response 
to that line of questioning was -- you said: 

"T think the level of accuracy has got a 

lot to do with how you were going to use 

the information." 

And what I would like to know is what did 
you mean by that, that the level of accuracy has a lot 
to do with how you were going to use the information? 

A. I believe my answer to that would be 
when I was dealing with collecting information for 
things like the strategic planning exercise or the 
nature of my evidence as an overview, I could live with 
estimates and broad numbers. 

If I was dealing on an individual 
Management unit, I would probably want to have detailed 
numbers with more precision. If I was dealing at a 
level that was a portion or a piece of a management 
unit, I would like again to have improved numbers, more 
detailed. That's all I meant there.

During his 
review of your curriculum vitae, Mr. Colborne was 
asking about your CV, you described the changes in the 
Ministry's administrative structure due to the creation 
of the Ontario Native Affairs Directorate and your 
changed role due to that development.

MR CRYSTAL ae lo chinks JUSie in evourn 
question to me now you talked about the creation of the 


Ontario Native Affairs Directorate being the 
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restructuring and I certainly wasn't talking about a 
restructuring when the Ontario Native Affairs 
Directorate was created, that was some time ago. 

I think the restructuring I was referring 
to is the transfer of responsibility for addressing 
Indian land claims from the Office of Indian Resource 
Policy within the Ministry of Natural Resources to the 
Ontario Native Affairs Directorate, not the creation of 
the Ontario Native Affairs Directorate. 

MReSFREIDIN:) Om <All iright: 

MRI. ICRYSTADISIAWT TOkaye. Getting back “to 
your question. When I said we all do, I think that one 
of the reasons that this restructuring took place was 
because it was felt that there was a single repository 
of expertise within the Ministry of Natural Resources 
relating to native issues and that when native issues 
came up, quite often they got delivered up to that 
office when perhaps they could have been dealt with 
better at the location where they arose. 

I think part of the reason for that 
restructuring was to try to decentralize the expertise 
and familiarity with native issues. 

So when I said we all do, I was being a 
Lette omuathinkwbute certamnly <tiis the 


intention of the Ministry of Natural Resources to have 
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everyone in the Ministry of Natural Resources familiar 
with native issues, competent to deal with them and 
comfortable in dealing with them, and I think it is our 
desire that that occur.

Exhibit 219, Mr. Crystal, was a 
government -- Ontario government document dated July, 
1979 and it was tendered by Mr. Colborne subject to 
later proof regarding its identification as Ontario's 
negotiation position on wild rice since August of 1979. 


Mr. Colborne indicated and he made a 


‘comment about that position in the transcript at page 


7881 and this is Mr. Colborne speaking. He says to 
you: 

"In relation to that document that that 

positions. -25) 

Mr. Crystal, perhaps if you need to refer 
to the transcript to understand my question to get the 
context, perhaps you can refer to it then. 

A. Okay. 

Orpedix; Colborne indicated in relationsco 


that position set out in that August, '79 document 


that: 
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"That position has never been taken off 
the table and is so unreasonable from the 
point of view of Treaty No. 3 that that's 
the reason there has been no progress." 

And your response at page 7883 and lines 
P2RtCouZ0y- thiseis “whathyouysaid: 

"Mr. Colborne, you are probably also 

aware of a draft Memorandum of 

Understanding on wild rice that Grand 

Council Treaty No. 3 and Ontario worked 

on for some time and I think that perhaps 

thats —*f"don' t€ehave a“copy of that 

with me today - but I think eeee may, to 

some extent, be representative of the 
tenure of the discussion that has taken 
place on the issue, probably more so than 
this document.” 

Now, I don't have that document, that 
memorandum with me here today so I can show it to you, 
Mee Cryscaleroutawichout Lockingsateit;ryour answer 
suggests that there was a change in the tenure of the 
discussion regarding wild rice between the 1979 
document and the more recent draft Memorandum of 
Understanding on wild rice that you referred to. 


Without that document, that latter 
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document being here, can you give some indication how 
the tenure changed? 

A. Well, I think that probably in the 
interim the Ontario government has become willing to at 
least enter into discussions or negotiations concerning 
a treaty right on the part of Grand Council Treaty No. 
3 to the harvest of wild rice. 

Now, just what exactly that might mean 
would certainly be a matter that would have to be 
delineated through the discussion or through the 
negotiation. But I think that it is clear from that 
document that Ontario is very open to entering into 
those discussions to see where they might take us. 

O.. »Thanky vou.4». Mn. Crystal.) duringayour 
evidence you indicated that the attempts made in 1982 
and 1987 to reach an agreement on an Indian fishing 
matter -- I mean, Indian fishing agreement was met with 
very strong non-native reaction, I think those were 
your words. 

And because of Ontario's belief that it 
is necessary to balance the interests of all the people 
of Ontario, it was decided that the views of non-native 
population on this matter should be canvassed. 

I am wondering, Mr. Crystal, could you 


advise what was contained in this proposed fishing 
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agreement that resulted, in your opinion, in this very 
strong non-native reaction? 

A. Okay. When we are talking about a 
fishing agreement we can really only talk about the 
1982 experience because the 1987 experience was only 
one where we were beginning to ready ourselves for such 
negotiations and, in the process of readying ourselves, 
we thought it was important to begin a discussion with 
the public on the issues and it was through that 
discussion that we received this very strong non-native 
reaction just to the general idea of an Indian fishing 
agreement. 

So I can't really comment about what was 
in the agreement for the 1987 experience because the 
discussion never matured into an agreement. But for 
1982, there was an agreement that was negotiated and 
Signed by all the parties except for Canada, and I 
believe that there was very strong negative reaction by 
non-native interests to that agreement and I think that 
one of the elements that there was a strong negative 
reaction to was the concept of exclusive areas for 
Indian fishing, that there would be areas which were 
not part of an Indian reserve which -- for which only 
Indian people would be allowed to fish. 


Now, these areas, as I understand it, 
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were not actually delineated in the agreement itself, 
but rather it was suggested that the parties will come 
to agreement on where those areas might be. 

I think -- see, 1982 was before my time, 
I wasn't personally involved in it. I have only read 
about it and heard people talk about it, so my 
knowledge isn't really first hand. 

But it is my understanding that in that 
agreement there was a provision for different sorts of 
zones and some zones would be for everyone to fish and 
some zones would be for, I think, a certain proportion 
of Indian fishing and certain zones would be for 
exclusive Indian fishing. And I think this concept of 
there being zones, which covered waters, the beds of 
which were Crown land, at least from Ontario's 
perspective and from the perspective of those people, 
that there should be such areas where they would not 
have the right to fish was a matter of great concern to 
them. 

Q. Thank you. Mr. Kenrick, on September 
the 16th Mr. Castrilli asked you a series of questions 
in relation to wetlands. Let me just read to you the 
series of questions and answers which begin on page 
8229, line 20, and go over to 8230, line 11. 


"Q. Mr. Kenrick, generally would you 
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agree with me that wetlands are important 
biological communities? 

A. That is my understanding. 

Q. Would they be important in relation 
to such matters as maintaining water 
quality? 

A. One of their purposes, that is my 
understanding. 

Q. Maintaining species diversity? 


A. One of their purposes, that is my 


understanding. 
Q. Prevention of flooding? 
A. Yes. 


Q. Provision of food source and habitat 

regarding birds, animals and fish? 

Aeeeves 

Mr. Kenrick, can you advise me, are your 
answers to be taken as stating that each individual 
wetland would be important because it serves all of the 
purposes referred to or because it serves at least one 
of the purposes referred to? 

MR. KENRICK: A. I believe most wetlands 
would serve, to varying degrees, all of those purposes. 

Cawathankevyouw oMr. eCastrilli askedeyou a 


number of questions arising out of Exhibit 236, Mr. 
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Kenrick, and that was the article entitled Wildlife 
Management for Non-Consumptive Use. 

I think Dr. Edwards was involved in 
preparing that particular document. Now, in that paper 
certain observations or comments were made by Dr. 


Edwards including the number of people involved with 


non-game as opposed to game species. Do you recall 
that—— 

A. Yes. 

Q. --evidence? You were asked whether 


you agreed with Dr. Edwards' assessment made in one 
part OEchis Greport: 

I want to refer you to what you said at 
page 8262, the transcript for September the 16th, 
beginning at line 1 and going through to line 15. This 
was a comment about the sorts of budgets there were for 
small game, how many people were involved in the 
non-game program. You said: 

"There seems to be a going back and forth 

here between level of staffing and 

budgets first of all...I wouldn't agree 
that there is only one permanent 
employee, a non-game biologist who has 
responsibility for, if you will, 


non-game interests. That is a reflection 
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of main office co-ordination and what it 

very much leaves out...I am not 

questioning the general thread of this, 
what I am questioning is there is a lot 
of non-game activity that goes on out in 
the field that isn't under a specific 
non-game budget." 

Could you please provide the Board with 
some sense of what you were referring to when you said 
that there was a lot of non-game activity that goes on 
out in the field that isn't under a specific non-game 
budget? 

A. Perhaps with some illustrations would 
be the best way to do that. Support for the Breeding 
Bird Atlas program when it was ongoing, the Ministry 
provided the jurisdiction that I was working in, 
aircraft travel and support -- transportation support 
for that program. I don't think that would show up 
specifically under the non-game -- any non-game vote 
but it certainly was costly. 

Inventories that are done quite regularly 
in most of the administrative districts on non-game 
species, such as ospreys, herons and eagles, and I 
would be very surprised if those costs were captured 


under non-game. 
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When I was in Moosonee, there was work 
done in inventories done on sand hill cranes and tundra 
swans. 

Projects like support for the Ministry's 
involvement in support for the Carolinian Canada 
project, the purchase of the Alfred bog that we had an 
involvement with, that was in the newspaper yesterday I 
believe, projects that are sponsored by the Ministry 
under the Community Wildlife Involvement Program, a 
cooperative program of public groups, the Renewable 
Resources Research Grant Program. 

I looked at the list -- the most recent 
Thee het (eum inden that was allocated for that just the 
other day and a good number of the items on there were 
non-game projects. 

In addition to that, it isn't as simple 
as splitting it out, these animals are non-game and 
these animals are game animals. There are management 
activities in the Chapleau Crown Game Preserve I am 
aware of which are directed towards moose but are 
non-game in nature, such as encouraging viewing, and 
those costs are hard to capture. 

Q. The examples that you gave or the 
illustrations that you gave, were those illustrations 


in which the contribution or the involvement of the 
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Ministry occurred from, was it only the Wildlife 
Branch, or did that involve other branches or programs 
within the Ministry? 

In other words, I am asking you: Do 
other ministries or parts of the Ministry other than 
the Wildlife Branch get involved in relation to 
non-game activity? 

A. Yes, some of the -- in some cases it 
would be park staff doing various types of inventories 
through the Outdoor Recreation Program, the 
Conservation Authority Program, their involvement in 
some of their holdings in southern Ontario, and the 
Wildlife Program. 

Q. Thank you. Now, Mr. Kenrick, you 
were asked by Mr. Castrilli whether it behooved the 
Ministry to contemplate sorting out a way in its 
budgetary program to identify precisely how many 
resources were going to non-game as opposed to game. 

And your response indicated that if that 
occurred that you would have sort of another little 
number in the code, but that that would give you less 
flexipiis ty; 

Do you recall that line of questioning?

Q. Would that reduction in flexibility 
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be, from your perspective, Mr. Kenrick, a positive or a 
negative development? 

A. A negative development. 

Q. Why? 

Azoeelnemyamind sits liesmeinathe ace of 
concepts like integrated resource management where 
staff from different services can cooperate and do 
perhaps several jobs at one time. A crew going out to 
look at resource type A can also be carrying out some 
inventory on resource type B. 

And the more I get tied up funding those 
kinds of things in little blocks of money that are 
harder to move around, the more difficult that becomes. 

OneaThank vou te Mr. Kenrick, as a result 
of a question from Mr. Castrilli in relation to areas 
of natural and scientific interest, there was an 
undertaking to produce the site district reports in 
relation to those areas, but just for the year 1977/78. 

Now, in response to the question about 
those site district reports which led to the 
undertaking being given, you said, and I am quoting 
you: 

"I am not sure this information would 

give you the total picture of what the 


Ministry does re: protection." 
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My question is: Why don't the production 
of those documents give a total picture of what the 
Ministry does re: protection, and could you provide 
whatever information you can which will sort of fill 
out the picture, if not wholly, at least partially? 

A. I am not sure of the context the 
question was asked in, I am sorry. Site district 
reports, I just don't recall that line of questioning. 

OmaeAlieriqhntra Unrortunatetvyelecan’t go 
to the transcript because I don't have the transcript 
for that. Let me see if I can be of some assistance. 

I think just before you gave the 
undertaking about the site district -- do you 
understand what I am referring to when I refer to the 
site district reports?

Q. Is that the problem? 

A. Yes. 

Q. I think I will leave the question and 
we will just move on--

Mr. Kenrick, Mr. Hunter asked you 


questions about the type of information that you have 
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collected and whether you made technical decisions. 

And in response to a question regarding whether you are 
an expert in information -- in the information you 
collect, you said: 

"T understand the information and know 

how to use it to make management 

decisions." 

Can you advise me, Mr. Kenrick, when as a 
manager, you make management decisions, do you do it 
all by yourself in a vacuum? 

A. No. You have the benefit in a 
planning exercise of the skills of that planning team 
which bring with them some of the data expertise that 
is needed. Just as important in my mind, when you are 
making those management decisions there is a whole 
other side of information that has an effect on how you 
make the decision and that is the public concerns, the 
issues, the community, if you will.

Kenrick. In response to a question from Mr. Hunter you 
said or agreed that most data is collected on a program 
basis. Do you recall that? 

A.. Yes. 

Q. Can you advise me when information is 


collected on a program basis, is the information ever 
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used to make resource management decisions in other 
program areas? 

Ave eMostecertainily..@erhe.fact thatvitsis 
collected by one service, it becomes part of a common 
pool of information that everybody draws on. 

Q. Can you just give me an example of 
how that might occur? 

A. The FRI information that would be 
deposited in a district would be used by biologists in 
assessing habitat types. To the forester it may be 
stand information, to the biologist it may be habitat 
information, but the base may be the same. 

od Along the ane lines Mr. Hunter 
eSnerrea you to the list of references for your paper, 
which is found at page 157 of the witness statement, 
and he, I guess, had done some sort of calculation and 
he said that of the 62 documents which were there he 
said 33 were MNR, 8 from other government agencies and 
then he asked - I think I got his question down: 

Nis@itetair’fro=saysthat* your report: is 

based on the MNR database?" 

Could you advise me, Mr. Kenrick, when 
MNR is collecting information from sources other than 
the Ministry of Natural Resources or other than the 


collection itself for use in making management 
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decisions, do you consider it as part of the Ministry's 
database? 

A. In»spite of the fact we didn't 
collectoiteel wouldgestill considersicepart of our 
database, yes. 

Q. Mr. Kenrick, you were asked a series 
of questions by Mr. Campbell about notice in relation 
to timber management planning that might be given. Do 
you recall... | 

As Yes, ‘sir; 

Q. Now, there was a discussion about 
remote communities in that questioning and perhaps 
could you just advise me what you mean by a remote 
community? Is there some sort of criteria which rake 
indicate what is a remote community and what is not? 

A. Again, my definition is probably 
coloured by my own experiences and when I use that term 
generally I was referring to, I guess we call it an 
extreme in remoteness, non-road accessible, largely 
native communities in the far north. 

Q. Now, Moosonee where you have had a 
fair bit of experience is outside the area of the 
undertaking?

Q. Now, if you go to the area of the 
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undertaking and you deplete the area of the undertaking 
say from the western boundary right through to the 
eastern boundary and down to the south, are there many 
areas -- pardon me, are there many remote communities 


as you have defined them in the area of the 


undertaking? 

AWmEBNOt tonthe.——si ni myeamind, notuto the 
Same extent remote. First of all, there is road access 
to most. When you are referring to remote, to my mind, 


it also means distance from sort of the Ministry office 
and the place that we do business from. And most -- 
the density of our offices, for instance, south of that 
are probably between 150 and 100 miles apart, in most 
cases. 

Q. Now, can you advise whether in those 
communities that you have referred to, the more remote 
ones, although they are road accessible in the area of 
the undertaking, do you know whether a publication of a 
notice in a newspaper -- do you believe that most of 
the trappers who trap in the area of the undertaking 
would be in a community where there would be a 
newspaper? 

A. In almost all of those communities we 
have done some analysis in terms of newspaper coverage, 


for instance, in our own region to find out whether an 
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ad in a specific newspaper will be effective at 
reaching people in community A, B or C. 

I guess I would use the illustration of 
Hornepayne in our region as being a relatively remote 
community. It has got a numbered highway through it 
but it is 2 1/2 hours drive off *itgnway 12, and wercan 
get relatively good coverage of a place like Hornepayne 
if we are selective about which newspaper we put our 
ads in, and if we wanted to reach the people in 
Hornepayne we would pick the newspaper that we know has 
the best coverage in that community. 

Os So you can reach all of those 
communities through newspapers? 

A. In most cases. There are some other 
tools that are used in addition to newspapers that we 
may use, public notices, we may use cable TV notices - 
most of those communities have all got television 
coverage - we may use the radio. 

In a place like Gogama, we send notices 
in everybody's mailboxes as a way of getting it because 
in that community, for that time of the year, that was 
the most effective way of reaching people. 

Q. And just in terms of -- I think a lot 
of that questioning about remote communities was a 


spinoff of a discussion about trapping or trappers.

And Mr. Williams says: 

"IT can assure you I won't be going beyond 
your range of expertise and I simply 
wanted to have your understanding as to 
whether or ee the SPOF proposal in fact 
does represent a detailed and 
comprehensive analysis of fishery 
management needs and whether it contained 
major policy implications and recommended 
major courses of action that were 
addressed by the Ministry." 

Your answer was: 

"At the time it was done, I understood 
that it recommended major directions the 
fisheries program should go. It took 

a look at the major issues of the day and 


tried to chart a course through the 
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PIG O SS; 

Now, that was evidence in relation to 
SPOF during the examination by Mr. Williams. 

Now, Mr. Colborne also dealt with 
fisheries in his cross-examination and, as I have 
already indicated, he relied on Exhibit 226, the 
document called Rising to the Challenge.

gpechaps the most ambitious federal/ 

provincial undertaking in the field of 

co-operative fisheries planning and 
management was Strategic Planning for 

Ontario's Fisheries, SPOF, developed by 

a federal/provincial task force in the 

mid-1970s. This was a program that grew 

out of increasing concern about the 
deterioration of fish stocks in Ontario 
and the realization that the traditional 
approach to fisheries management 

oriented to the development, exploitation 


and open access was no longer 
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appropriate. Many of the proposals I 
endorsed in this report were also urged 
by SPOF, including the need for more 
explicit user pay policies, controlled 
access to the resource, support of 
experimental management, attention to 
environmental quality, explicit 
allocations, and new working arrangements 
between fisheries agencies and other 
institutions.

So don't feel 
that you have got to know about every one of these 
things, Mr. Kenrick. 

The next matter referred to was support 
of experimental management. So my question is: Do you 
know what is being done or being implemented by the 
Ministry in relation to that particular matter?

is that we have recently added to our staff an enhanced 
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fisheries biologist specifically to address fisheries 
research items as opposed to ongoing programs. 

Q. An example then -- can you provide an 
example of how attention to environmental quality, 
again, in relation to fisheries? 

A. Attempts to rebuild the fisheries in 
the Great Lakes. I think it is broader than just the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, but... 

Of Explivciteallocations? 

A. I would assume that perhaps some of 
the direction that the native fishing agreement may be 
going in is part of an attempt to perhaps provide some 
allocations. There have been some attempts using road 
management tools to perhaps allocate fisheries ina 
particular water body or, if you will, dedicated to the 
commercial tourism industry or a portion of the 
business. 

Q. And the last one, new working 
arrangement between fisheries agencies and other 
institutions? 

A. The Community Fisheries Involvement 
Program, I think, where what we are trying to do is 
have more joint projects with individuals, angler 
groups, public groups. 


MR. FREIDIN: Those are my questions, Mr.

MS. BLASTORAH: Secondly, on September 
14th, 1988 I believe it was roughly in the area of the 
transcript at pages 7792 to 7795, an undertaking was 


given to Mr. Colborne in relation to some questions he 
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asked about the split between native and non-native 
employees in the Ministry's northern region, and also 

T, recall rat.some point.—.«and IT am notusure that you are 
aware - in the transcript asked some questions about 
the absolute number of native people, both classified 
and unclassified, on MNR's staff as well in relation to 
the evidence given by Mr. Kenrick. 

T firstly ,want to point. out that the 
June, 1986 I Count Survey which was referred to was 
conducted by the Human Resources Secretariat not by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources and the response to that 
survey was on a voluntary self-reporting basis. 

In the case of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources there was approximately a 70 per cent 
response rate and the response rate was broken down by 
classified and unclassified status as follows: 

Non-native classified staff, 2,772; 
native classified staff, 45; non-native unclassified 
staff, 2,772; native unclassified staff 166. 

49.8 per cent of the Ministry's 
respondents -- the Ministry of Natural Resources’ 
respondents were employed in northern Ontario, whereas 
70 per cent of all native employees who responded to 
the survey were located in the Ministry's northern 


regions. 
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Since we do not have any record of the 
actual response rate for each of the four categories, 

I have indicated it is not possible to project with 
confidence the actual number of employees from this 
data source. 

I should also note that 17.3 per cent of 
all native respondents were employed within the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, whereas Ministry 
respondents as a group were 11 per cent of all 
respondents both native and non-native. 

The next undertaking was given again on 
September 14th and again to Mr. Colborne. He asked for 
a breakdown as between resident and non-resident usage 
of the figures given on page 134 in Figure 43 related 
to the Quetico Provincial Park. And I can advise that 
non-resident usage of the park is 88 per cent based on 
the most recent data available. 

Again on September 14th, and I believe 
the transcript reference is at page 7855, an 
undertaking was given to Mr. Colborne to advise whether 
deputy conservation officers who are not otherwise 
employed by the Ministry of Natural Resources are paid. 
And I can advise that there are three types of deputy 
conservation officers acting for the Ministry of 


Natural Resources. 
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The first category is permanent Ministry 
deputy conservation officers who are paid as regular 
employees in the Ministry of Natural Resources. They 
are required to take the Ministry's deputy conservation 
officer training course. They usually also have an 
Ontario Police College diploma and they usually work 
with permanent conservation officers as opposed to 
deputy conservation officers. 

The second category of deputy 
conservation officers are seasonal DCOs who are hired 
on a seasonal basis to perform the duties of deputy 
conservation officers, for example, during the fall 
deer hunt or the spring fish run and they are paid as 
casual staff. They are also required to take the 
Ministry's DCO training course and they also usually 
work with conservation officers. 

The third category are voluntary deputy 
conservation officers who are interested citizens 
appointed to assist conservation officers. Again, they 
are required to take the Ministry's DCO training course 
and in this area are only allowed to work as assistants 
to conservation officers. They are not paid and a 
limited number per district are recommended by -- 
recommended for this position as determined by the 


district manager. 
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All appointments of deputy conservation 
officers are approved by the Minister of Natural 
Resources. 

Lastly, Mr. Chairman, I believe it was 
yesterday Mr. Hunter stated with regard to the 1979 
leniency guidelines that, subject to verification the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, leniency guidelines were 
developed on the urging of the Attorney General's 
Office, and we have verified that the guidelines were 
initiated and developed by a Mr. Ted Wilson of the 


Ministry of Natural Resources on the direction of the 


Ministry's Deputy Minister. 


THE CHAIRMAN: MNR's? 

MS. BLASTORAH: MNR, yes. I am also 
advised that the Ministry of Natural Resources staff 
and that Ministry staff, that is of Natural Resources, 
and Indian leaders were concerned at the time about a 
consistent application of game and fish laws with 
respect to Indian people and treaty rights. 

The guidelines were an interim compromise 
developed by the Ministry of Natural Resources to meet 
Indian and non-Indian concerns with respect to the 
enforcement of fish and game laws pending final 
resolution of the exact extent and nature of treaty and 


aboriginal rights. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

Well, ladies and gentlemen -- do you have 
something further? 

MR. FREIDIN: Just one other thing. In 
terms of, I know you have to deal with when we come 
back. Witness Panel 7 includes Mr. Kennedy and Mr.
